Officers of Congress Who Draw Fnt
Salaries and "Perquisites."

Tho .Serjeant-at-Arm- s is, nfter the
Clerk, tho officer drawing the highest
salary," sayB a Washington letter to the
Pittsburg Ditpatch. He has iJj.OOO u year,
a good deal of patronage aud some per-
quisites. Ho is not only tho Chief ot
Police of tho House, but is also the head
banker. His deputy sergeant receives
t'2,000 a year and the cashier of his bank
ff3.0C0.

'Iho Doorkeeper has the largest patron-ag- o

of any of the ofllcors of the House,
aud v ery uico perquisites. He receives a
salurv of i3.000 n year, and may lcglti-mutel- y

swell that sum by several thou-
sands.

Tho Postmaster's is alto an elective
otllro.and the Pott master receives a salary
of $2,600 n year. Ho is not reully a post-
master, but is a clerk who receitcs and
gives out tho mails of the members nud
officials. He has au atsistunt, who gets
!il!.u00yoar.

Outside, of these offices, those having
the hlgocst salary attached urn the clerk-
ships of coiniuittees, the pay for which is
from 2,00ii to S2.U00 n year.

'1 ho clerk of a committee is also in some
sense tho private secretary of tho Chnir
iiinu of tho committee, nud. though some
ot them are vtorked hard enough, the
majority havo an eHsv time of it, and tho
ofllco is considered oucot tlio most desir-
able within tho gilt of tho House. Uhese
clerks are elicou by the committees, aud
aro not elected, ns most of tho high,
salaried officials are.

In tho Senate a private secretary fall-
owed each Senator, except the Chairman
of a committee, who ia oxpocted to utilize
the clerk of thu committee. A number of
the clerks ot tho Senate committees are
sous or other relatives of Boustors, and in
such case the work of that clerk usually
dovolves on other employees, while the
clerk draws aud spends his 2,000or more
per year.

HIS RESIDENCE IN FLORENCE FILLED

WITH TREASURES OF ART

ANiT HISTORY.

Socially a Great Favorite, a Btorn
Critic, but a Fond Parent New
and Interesting; Anecdotes of the
Groat Italian Tragedian Now in
America Salvlnl's Wonderful
Vocal Powers.

The home of Tomtnsso Sslvinl Is in Flor-
ence, where his family havo long been
cstibllshed, w rites a I'lorenco correspondent
of the Chicago Inlet -- Oceav. When hero he
divides his time between his luxurious town
house. No. 17 Via (linn Capponl, and his
country villa II Cupollno, situated on the top
of a high hill a few miles from this city, en
the Ilologua roid, and commanding gloi ions
views of tho valley of the Arno and the
Apennines.

In this retreat, during inter al of rest,
the great actor leads a tiulr patriarchal life,
surrounded by children snd grsudcliildren.
Wheu in town ho is very hospitable, gives
splendid dinners to male friends, and Is
easily persuaded to favor his guests with
recitations from favorito parts. Now and
then, too, he opens his doors to tlu fashion-
able world, by whom hla Invitations are
gladly accepted.

I.adlcs find him the most charming of
hosts and eagerly selo tho opportunity to
Inspect tho room detoted to memorials of
his career in the shape of royal presents,
costly trophies, garlands and valuables of
all kinds.

An artist in all things, Salvinl has a great
love for music, and his excellent singing
proves him to bo an exception to tho rule
that no one endowed with a melodious speak-
ing voice possesses the gift of soug.

He is often to be seen driving about the
town under the trees of the Casclue in a
victoria draw n by a pair of handsome step-
pers of which he is justifiably proud. In
fact, this strenuous artist, who is never sat-
isfied with his own performances, but
always striving to bring thorn up to an
ideal standard of perfection. Is naively
firoud of the possessions won by his genius:

house, cellar. Ac. His chronometer
keeps better time than auy othor ehrononc-te-r

in the world: hisbilliar is unrl-val.e- d,

and he will frankly boast ot his skill
with the cue.

A few yeais sgo he was also renowned as a
player of l'slloue, a game resembling rack-
ets, though on a grander scale, and requir-
ing gieat strength ot arm and general
agility; and 1 believe be still makes an oc-
casional appearance in the I'allono court.

Salvinl baa always been noted as an ath-
lete, and once iu his youth, while acting
the partjof Nero, ho exerted so much vigor
in a contest with tho virtuous gladiator of
the piece that tho supposed conqueror was
carried ofT with a dislocated shoulder. This
".Ncro,"by the way, was not Cossa's n

tragedy, but an Inferior production
of an anterior date by Costcttl and Gualtlcro,
long buried in oblivion.

Ou another occasion, too. Balvinl' mus-
cular energy had an alarming result. Ho
was actiug his famous part of Oroemane in
toltalro's "Zaire "at Ilologua. and recog-
nizing among the audience tho face of his
old friend, the veteran actor Lulgi Monti,
was ineplt td to do his very best. Suddenly,
in the great scene of tho plav, lie was star-
tled by a warniu-.- ' crack. The most indis
pensable part of his attire had given away
at the waist aud was slowly descending.

What was to he done? Ono moment of
agonv. and then, casting Zaire from him. he
snatched, as it wercuienhan.cally, at a skin
spread over her couch, aud folding it about
In ui with a superb gesture, sat down and
concluded tho act without change of pos-
ture. Thisnotel tiled brought down the
house, for not a sincle spectator.save Lillet
Monti, perliap-- , had discerned his terrible
p:e llcament.

Na till ally this robust, powerful, genisl
mm has a vigorous appotlte; "the appetito
of aLonisXIV. ."someone called it, and It
is reported of him that once wheu the chol-
era was raging hepresertcd his health by
fasting on three beefsteaks a day.

Off, as well as ou, tho stace, halvinl has a
magnetic peisonallty. Twenty years sgo,
loug before I had a chance of seeing him
act, I met him for the first time In crowded
drawing-roo- at Bellosgusrdo, iu the en-

virons of this city.
He entered unannounced, hut as bo ex-

changed greetinss with his old friend, the
host, many mvself wero startled into
silence by the toni'-- i of his wonderful voice.
For. oven at its softest, it has tho gift that
of La Blanche, had the same of always

as if close to your ear.
When tho monument to the poet Nlccollni

was unveiled in Banta Croce, speech alter
speech was inaudible in the vast apaco until
Halvinl opened his month. His words were
borne to us clear and resonant In a mighty
wave of sound and had the effect of an organ
peal after much toutinu of penny whistles.

Halviui is very publie-spiiite- d and gen-
erous of his powers iu the causo of charity.
Indeed, with the exception of a farewell
series of performances just before his visit
to Kugland some s ears ago. he seldom ap-- I

ears on the Florence stage save in aid of
some benevolent scheme.

The body, otcourse, is not arranged in a natural position,
but made to stand out In relief from theplush background, wbllo the wings are
placed in anv position that may add to the
artistic effect." The sea gull and petrel are birds of very
dull plumage, yet when they are mounted
in this way the contiast which is produced
by tlie gray ot tho feathers and brilliant
color of the plush, which is usually scarlet,
crimson, blue or gold, la much more strik-
ing than with a bird of more brilliant plum-
age.

"This is the first year that these orna-
ments have been In the market, and the-al- e
they had during the holidays would seem to
justify the belief that they will become still
more popular. Owls, hawks and pigeons are
much used for this purpose. "
